II 
was looking"fairly well and had boon Inking 
part In festivities of the place but he bad a 
severe chill which may have been the pre- 
cursor of the fatal fit. Neither the queen nor 
Princess Beatrice will attend the-wedding of 
Princess Victoria ot Hesse.

thus blows Us trumpet with no uncertain 
sound: 


"Mr. Joseph Cook will lose, and will do- 


aeive to lose, his Influence over the public 
mlfld, if, misapprehending fact and misrepre- 
senting language, ho reason unjustly. In his 
criticism, on Monday last, upon the now Con 
gregallonal creed, he was guiltj of this Indis- 
cretion, and especially iudulgud hi inllnm 
tions of what was and what was not donn hi 
the commission, which, UDbeemly in tnein 
selves, wuroof entirely toogravea character to 
bo haiardcd upon shoersurmise and heaisay.
